Supreme  Court 
Hearings  Begin 
in  Steel  issue 

WASHINGTON,  Nov.  3 
(UPI)— The  steel  crisis  shifted 
from  the  bargaining  table  to  the 
Supreme  Court  today  for  legal 
arguments  on  whether  the  112- 
day-old  strike  can  be  halted  by 
a Taft-Hartley  injunction. 

The  court  session  could  last 
j long  as  the  nine  justices  have 
questions  and  the  lawyers  have 
points  they  want  to  make.  The 
court,  which  normally  limits  ar- 
guments to  one  hour  on  each 
side,  set  no  time  restriction  on. 
the  precedent-setting  steel  case. 

THE  HIGH  court  can  hand 
down  its  decision  any  time  after 
the  arguments  are  completed. 
The  ruling  will  determine  whe- 
ther the  strikers  have  to  return 
to  their  jobs  for  80  days  under 
a court  order. 

It  is  the  first  Supreme  Court 
test  of  the  injunction  provisions 
of  the  Taft-Hartley  law.  The 
only  other  case  to  bring  up  the 
issue  ended  in  the  Second  Cir- 
cuit Court  of  Appeals  in  1953 
with  a decision  against  the  union.
